Centlemen, 

I  beg  to  place  before  you  my  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Condition 
of  i lie  District  during  the  year  1915. 

Taken  on  the  whole  it  has  been  very  satisfactory;  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year  was 
108  as  against  139  for  the  year  1914. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  24  Schools  in  this  District,  the  Sanitary  Conditions 
of  which  are  fairly  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Schools  at  Winford  and  Bishopsworth 
(Infant  Department)  were  closed  on  account  of  Measles. 

Owing  to  a  few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  at  West 
Town  in  the  Autumn  the  Schools  at  Backwell  were  thoroughly 
disinfected,  and  by  tins  means,  1  believe,  epidemics  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Measles  were  avoided. 

In  future,  i  think  it  would  be  well  if  all  Schools  were  dis¬ 
infected  during  the  vacations. 

STATISTICS. 

Area  of  District:  47,699  acres  (exclusive  of  area  covered  by 
water). 

Population  (Census  1911):  16.200 

Population  (estimated  to  middle  of  1915):  16,157. 

Inhabited  Houses  (Census  1911):  3.739. 
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Average  Number  of  Inhabitants  per  House:  4.3. 

Rates:  Death  rate,  15.8;  birth  rate,  16.15;  infant  mortality, 
88.12. 

This  last  rate  is  apparently  very  high,  but  two'  infants  found 
in  the  district  are  included,  although  it  is  doubtful  whether  they 
properly  belonged  to  it. 

Deaths. 

The  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  199. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  residents  not  registered  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  was  24,  making  a  total  of  223. 

In  the  Long  Ashton  District  (including  Workhouse,  20), 
98;  St.  George’s  District,  42;  Y  at  ton  District,  59. 

Of  the  total  of  199  deaths  in  the  District,  the  number 
occurring  from  75  to  80  years  was  17 ;  from  80  to  90  years,  34 ; 
over  90  years,  5  (of  these  one  reached  the  age  of  96) ;  so  that 
25  per  cent,  of  the  total  were  75  years  and  upwards.  This  is  a 
fact  which  speaks  well  for  the  health  of  the  District. 

Births. 

The  Births  registered  were  261  as  against  279  in  1914.  300 
in  1913,  301  in  1912,  366  in  1911. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1915  is  16.15  per  1,000  of  the  population 
against  17.04  for  1914  (which  was  the  lowest  during  the  last  17 
years),  soi  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  still  steadily  declining. 

Infant  Mortality. 

Twenty-three  deaths  occurred  of  children  under  1  year  as 
against  17  in  1914,  16  in  1913,  and  28  in  1912.  Causes  of 
death  were:  Meningitis.  1;  Convulsions,  1;  Bronchitis,  4;  Pneu¬ 
monia,  5;  Gastritis,  1;  Injury  at  Birth,  1;  Premature  Birth,  2; 
Atrophy,  Debility  and  Marasmus,  3 ;  other  causes,  5  (including 
the  two  infants  found  in  the  District). 

Appended  are  Tables  I.  II.  III.  and  IV.  required  by  the 
Local  Government  Board. 
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Table  I.  shows  the  population,  birth  rate,  death  rate,  infant 
mortality  rate,  deaths  of  inhabitants  dying  outside  the  District, 
and  other  information  for  the  years  1910 — 1915  (inclusive). 

Tabe  II.  shows  the  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including 
phthisis  and  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  notified  during  the 
year. 

Table  III.  is  a  table  of  deaths  from  all  causes,  classified 
according  to  diseases  and  ages  at  death. 

Table  IV.  is  one  dealing  with  infant  mortality  under  1  year, 
and  states  the  causes  of  death  by  weeks  and  months  up  to  1 
year.

The  total  number  of  cases  exclusive  of  tuberculosis  is  80, 
against  98  in  1914.  80  in  1913,  and  33  in  1912. 

I  he  number  of  pulmonary  tuberculous  cases  was  26,  against 
30  in  1914  ;  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  2. 

As  the  latter  form  of  tuberculosis  is  more  common  in  the 
earlier  years  of  life,  it  appears  from  this  to  be  an  improvement 
due  either  to  better  hygienic  conditions  or  a  purer  milk  supply, 
lack  of  which  is  often  the  cause  of  abdominal  infection. 

I  here  have  been  during  the  year: — 

Scarlet  l  ever.- — Twenty-five  cases  (13  being  isolated  at 
home  and  12  removed  to  hospital). 
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Diphtheria  and  Membranous  ('roup. — Forty  cases, 
against  17  last  year.  Of  these.  18  were  removed  to  hospital 
and  22  isolated  at  home. 

Of  the  total  number  of  40,  33  cases  occurred  on  one  District 
<Pill  and  Easton-in-Oordano),  and.  in  spite  of  all  efforts, 
sporadic  cases  still  occur.  As  the  schools  have  been  disinfected 
and  cases  have  been  ei t her  removed  or  isolated  and  carefully 
disinfected  on  recovery,  it  is  believed  there  must  be  some 
carriers.  One  has  been  located,  and  although  infection  occurred 
in  September  the  throat  and  nose  are  not  yet  clean. 

Typhus. — -No  case  notified. 

P'.NTERic, — One  case. 

Puerperal. — None. 

Erysipelas. — Six  cases  ;  two  deaths. 

Poliomyelitis. — Two  notifications. 

Influenza. — Four  deaths  (all  over  65  years). 

Whooping  Cough. — One  death. 

< 'erebro  Spinal  Meningitis. — Four  cases  (all  died). 
Another  case  occurred  away  in  a  soldier,  and,  although  buried 
in  the  District,  is  not  reckoned  in  the  above. 

By  careful  isolation  and  disinfection  of  contacts — throat 
sprays  being  lent — further  spread  of  this  disease  was  averted. 

In  one  case  at  Yatton  of  nine  contacts  who  were  tested  by 
swabs  taken  from  the  throat,  two  were  found  to  be  infected, 
although  apparently  well. 


PHTHISIS. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  two  other 
forms  of  tuberculous  disease  were  notified.  Seven  cases  were 
admitted  to  Sanatoria  during  the  year,  and  seven  were  discharged. 

There  were  13  deaths  from  this  cause. 

(a)  As  in  previous  years,  cases  of  primary  notifications  are 
visited  by  the  County  Health  Visitor,  who  forwards  a  report 
to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority. 
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Anv  cases,  where  necessary,  are  then  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  measures  taken  to  remedy  any  defects  found  in 
die  dwellings  or  surroundings. 

(b)  Health  Visitor,  who  reports  to  the  Sanitary  Authority 
any  circumstances  that  it  is  advisable  for  them  to  deal  with. 

(c)  Contacts  are  examined  at  the  Tuberculous  Dispensary, 
with  a  view  to  detection  of  unrecognised  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

(d)  On  removal  or  death  of  a  patient,  disinfection  of  the 
rooms  occupied  is  carried  out  by  spraying  with  Izal.  In  cases 
of  death  it  would  expedite  the  disinfection  if  the  Registrars  were 
asked  to  notify  the  Sanitan  Inspector  direct,  instead  of  waiting 
for  the  Health  Visitor’s  Report.  This  often  involves  a  delay 
of  one  or  two  weeks,  during  which  time  the  householder  has 
himself  disinfected  the  rooms  and  may  object  to  further  dis¬ 
turbance. 

SANITARY  PRECAUTIONS. 

The  possibilitv  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  being  introduced 
into  the  country  by  return  of  wounded  or  invalided  soldiers,  or 
refugees  from  the  Continent  or  other  places,  necessitates  the 
utmost  care  in  notifying  all  cases  suggestive  of  infectious  disease, 
and  prompt  measures  being  taken  to  isolate  and  deal  with  cases 
when  discovered. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Owing  to  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  at  Pill  this  Hospital  was 
opened  for  the  reception  of  cases  on  the  23rd  September,  1915. 
and  remained  open  until  December  9th.  1915.  During  that  time 
16  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  received,  and  during  later  part  five 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

In  addition  to  these,  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and 
Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  have  been  removed  to  Ham  Green  by 
agreement  with  the  Bristol  Sanitary  Authority. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  I  must  call  the  attention 
ot  the  Council  to  what  J  consider  the  inadequate  provision  made 
for  dealing  with  these  diseases. 
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The  present  Isolation  Hospital,  Flax  Bourton,  although  much 
improved,  consists  of  one  block  only,  containing  12  beds,  and, 
therefore,  can  only  deal  with  one  form  of  disease  at  a  time.  In 
the  event  of  an  epidemic  we  have  to  fall  back  on  the  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital  of  the  Bristol  Sanitary  Authority,  who  might 
be  unable  to  take  in  cases  from  outside  their  own  district. 

This  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  I  should  like  to 
see  it  remedied,  either  by  amalgamation  with  neighbouring  dis¬ 
tricts,  when  a  small  Isolation  Hospital  in  a  central  position  might 
be  erected  ;  or,  failing  this,  by  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  on 
its  present  site. 

In  September,  1915,  the  compulsory  Notification  of  Births 
came  into  force,  and  all  births  (including  still  births)  have  to 
be  reported  to  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who-  forwards 
them  weekly  to  the  Health  Officer  of  the  County  Council. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  this  County  Council  then  call  on  all 
cases  (unless  otherwise  requested)  from  time  to1  time.  It  is  thus 
hoped  that  the  heavy  mortality  amongst  infants  may  be  lessened, 
and  the  health  of  the  mother  and  child  improved. 

On  January  1st,  1916,  the  compulsory  Notification  of  Measles 
came  into  force,  and  if  the  recommendations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  are  carried  out,  it  throws  a  great  increase  of 
responsibility  on  the  District  Council  and  a  large  amount  of 
additional  work  on  the  Sanitary'  Staff. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1915  Dr.  Fuller  was  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  but  in  July  he  joined  the  R.A.M.C.,  and  Dr. 
Newsome  was  appointed  his  deputy.  On  September  15th, 
owing  to  shortage  of  medical  men,  Dr.  Newsome  volunteered, 
was  accepted,  and  left  early  in  October,  since  which  time  I  have 
acted  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  hand  you  my  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1915  . 

Water  Supply. — Bacteriological  examinations  of  water  from 
the  following  places  was  carried  out: — Yatton  Parish  Supply 
(twice):  Norton  Well,  Kingston;  Well  at  Lower  (’laverham; 
Rain-water  Cistern.  Cider  House  Farm,  Cleeve;  Mr.  Chidgey’s 
Well.  Flax  Bourton ;  Lock’s  Well  at  Highridge  Common, 
Bishopsworth  ;  Well  at  Rectory  Farm,  Yatton  ;  Two  samples  of 
Kincot  Mill  Stream-water,  and  Water-tank  near  Friendship  Inn, 
Nailsea;  Yatton  Public  Supply,  Cider  House  Farm  Well  and 
Water  from  Tank  near  Friendship  Inn,  Nailsea.  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Mr.  Chidgey’s  Well  is  not  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

Yatton  Supply  Water  is  now  being  used  at  Claverham  for 
drinking  purposes.  No  proceedings  were  taken  with  regard  tO' 
Norton’s  Well  at  Kingston  Seymour.  In  regard  to  Lock’s  Well, 
steps  will  be  taken  to  improve  this  Well.  In  respect  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  result  of  the  sample  at  Rectory  Farm,  Yatton,  it  was 
suggested  to  the  owners — the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners — 
that  the  \  atton  Public  Supply  should  be  laid  on  to  this  Farm. 
They  promised  to  consider  the  matter. 

A  Well  that  supplied  four  cottages  at  Station  Road,  Nailsea, 
was  alleged  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  The  owner  has 
had  the  Bristol  W  ater  Company  s  Service  laid  on  to  three  of 
these  houses. 

At  Pill,  following  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Housing  Report,  it  was  found  that  many  houses  were  without 
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a  sufficient  and  wholesome  supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes 
within  a  reasonable  distance.  In  several  instances  there  was  no 
water-main  available,  and.  at  the  request  of  your  Council,  the 
Portishead  Water  Company  have  laid  new  mains,  and  now  the 
water-mains  are  within  close  proximity  to  all  houses  at  Pill. 

A  large  number  of  Services  have  been  connected,  also  water 
lor  automatic  flushes  for  water-closets,  but  there  still  remain  some 
who  have  not  carried  out  the  requisitions. 

Slaughter-Houses. — There  are  ten  Slaughter-houses  in  the 
District.  The  Slaughter-house  at  Backwell  was  not  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition;  the  condition  of  this  place  in  future 
should  show  marked  improvement.  In  the  past  the  butcher’s 
shop  and  dwelling-house  has  been  a  mile  distant;  he  is  having 
a  shop  and  dwelling-house  built  near  the  Slaughter-house 
premises.  This  will  be  completed  at  the  end  of  March,  1916. 
and.  with  the  owner  in  close  touch  with  the  premises,  there  will, 
in  future,  be  no  justifiable  reason  for  complaint. 

The  drainage  arrangements  at  the  Slaughter-house  at  Xailsea 
remain  as  set  out  in  the  Report  for  1913.  I  received  no  com¬ 
plaints  of  smells  with  regard  to  this  place  during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  Slaughter-house  at  Cleeve,  the  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  time  being  (Dr.  H.  Newsome), 
visited  this  place  and  reported  on  it  to  the  Council.  A  statutory 
notice  was  served  on  the  owner,  giving  the  owner  three  months 
to  carry  out  the  requisitions  of  the  notice.  The  owner  proceeded 
to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  notice. 

The  remaining  Slaughter-houses  are  satisfactory. 

Dairies,  (  'owsheds,  and  Milkshops. — No.  of  Persons 
entered  on  the  Register,  127;  No.  of  Cowkeepers,  110  ;  No.  of 
Cowkeepers  and  Retailers,  10;  No.  of  Purveyors  of  Milk,  7; 
No.  of  Inspections  made  during  the  year,  250. 

There  has  been  some  improvements  made  to  cowsheds  during 
the  year,  but  the  condition  of  cowsheds  remain  much  the  same 
as  in  previous  Report.  In  previous  Reports  I  have  mentioned 
that  there  are  some  excellent  premises  in  this  district  well  kept 
in  every  respect,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  many 
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cases.  As  an  example  of  this,  1  >r.  Davies,  Medical  Officer  ot 
Bristol,  informed  l)r.  R.  A.  Fuller  that,  under  the  powers  ot  the 
Bristol  Corporation,  he  intended  to  visit  Farms  in  this  district. 
Dr.  Fuller  and  myself  met  Dr.  Davies  at  these  Farms  in  June. 
One  was  a  well-designed  farm  premises.  The  premises  were  not 
cleanlv  kept,  and  the  previous  winter's  manure  was  in  the  yard. 
The  farmer  admitted  that  "  Beesting’s  ”  milk  had  been  mixed 
with  the  other  milk  in  the  churns  and  sent  to  Bristol ;  the  cow¬ 
man  did  this  without  the  farmer’s  knowledge.  Occurrences  of 
this  description  will  not  give  Fong  Ashton  Rural  District  cow- 
keepers  a  good  name  in  Bristol.  The  "Beesting’s’  milk 
should  be  excluded  from  milk  intended  for  human  consumption 
for  at  least  three  days;  Dr.  Davies  states  seven  days. 

General  Work. — A  short  extension  of  the  Council’s  Sewer 
at  Fong  Ashton  was  made. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. — There  are  several  installations 
of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  district.  I  have  not  been 
directed  to  visit  the  erne  at  Fong  Ashton,  and,  as  regards  the 
remainder,  they  are  working  satisfactorily.  Numerous  com¬ 
plaints  of  a  varied  description  have  been  dealt  with  during  the 
vea  r. 

Two  statutory  notices  were  served  during  the  year. 

New  Buildings. — Bye-Faws  are  in  force  for  seven  parishes 
out  of  the  21  which  the  district  comprises.  In  this  area  there 
have  been  15  new  houses  built — Bishopsworth ,  8  ;  Fong  Ashton, 
2;  Easton-in-Gordano,  1;  Xailsea,  2;  North  Weston,  1;  Yatton, 
1.  Total,  15. 

As  regards  the  row  of  new  houses  near  South  Fibertv  Fane, 
in  the  Parish  of  Bishopsworth,  seven  were  built  in  1914,  eight 
in  1915,  and  four  are  being  finished,  maldng  19  in  all.  The 
builder  states  that  he  does  not  intend  to  start  any  more  here  at 
present  in  consequence  of  the  increased  cost  of  material — plans 
were  approved  for  30. 

Thirteen  temporary  dwelling-places  were  allowed  by  the 
Council  at  Redcliffe  Bay,  North  Weston-  a  sort  of  week-end 
cam])  facing  the  Bristol  Channel. 

I  here  are  buildings  in  course  of  < 


•rection  at  Faston-in- 
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Gordano  and  North  Weston.  In  other  parts  of  the  district  some 
building  has  been  proceeding.  The  Somerset  County  Council 
submitted  plans  for  six  roadmen’s  cottages  at  Long  Ashton. 
T  understand  the  erection  of  these  cottages  is  postponed,  sine 
die,  doubtless  in  consequence  of  the  excessive  cost  of  building. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  any  new  building  will  start  in  this 
district  during  the  coming  year.  The  present  structures  will  be 
completed,  and  all  new  work  cease. 

House  Inspections. — Tabulated  statement  of  House  Inspec¬ 
tions  is  attached  to  this  Report. 

With  regard  to  housing  improvement  at  Pill,  this  has  been 
practically  confined  to  laying  on  Company’s  water  and  putting 
flushes  to  water-closets.  I  consider  that  the  builders  at  Pill  are 
doing  as  much  as  possible,  taking  into  consideration  the  depletion 
of  their  staffs  of  workmen  through  enlistment,  and  also  workmen 
leaving  the  building  trade  for  the  more  remunerative  work  at  the 
riverside  and  Avonmouth  Dock.  Still,  something  has  been  done 
in  renovating  some  houses  with  success. 

Very  little  improvement  has  been  made  at  Bishopsworth. 
At  Yatton  some  good  work  has  been  done,  also'  at  Nailsea  and 
Backwell . 

Billeting  of  Troops  at  Walton  Park  and  Old  Walton.— 
There  were  about  250  at  Walton  Park,  the  accommodation  here 
being  excellent.  At  Old  Walton  there  were  about  300.  The 
accommodation  was  regarded  as  satisfactory.  There  was  no 
infectious  disease  among  these  troops,  and,  although  there  was  a 
death  of  a  child  from  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  at  Tickenham,  it 
appeared  there  was  no  cases  among  the  soldiers  at  Walton  or 
Clevedon. 

In  October,  two  farms  at  Long  Ashton  were  used  for  training 
mules,  and  in  charge  of  these  places  there  are  about  100  men, 
who  are  billeted  at  Long  Ashton  and  Bishopsworth.  The  billet¬ 
ing  is  quite  satisfactory.
